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Contention 
Delays  Hill 
Parking  Plan

Responding  to  "a  lot  of  calls  from  neigh- 
borhood watch  groups  on  the  Mill  and  block 
clubs  in  the  Mission,"  Marianne  Bailin, 
Director  of  Community  Relations  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  (SFGH)  has 
called  for  a  pause  in  the  petition  gathering 
process  for  a  Residential  Permit  Parking 
(RPP)  zone  around  SFGH. 

Influenced  also  by  an  occasionally  con- 
tentious atmosphere  at  the  latest  in  a 
series  of  community  meetings  held  by 
SFCJII  Sept.  15.  Bailin  told  the  View:  "I 
t  to  use  the  next  meeting  to  really 
flush  out  the  issues  and  develop  a  process 
for  discussion  as  opposed  to  conflict." 

At  issue  are  the  boundaries  of  the  pro- 
posed RPP,  a  zone  of  limited  parking 
around  the  hospital  for  non-residents  of 
the  area.  The  boundaries  being  discussed 
encompass,  roughly,  the  area  between 
20th  and  25th  Streets  and  De  Haro  and 
York  Streets.  But  these  boundaries  are 
not  final.  Bailin  emphasizes,  and  the  dis- 
cussion continues. 

The  difficulties  of  reaching  consensus 
on  the  area  the  RPP  is  to  encompass  were 
made  evident  at  the  Sept.  15  meeting 
where  two  groups  opposed  inclusion  of 
their  areas.  One,  comprised  of  residents 
around  23rd  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue 
presented  a  petition  rejecting  inclusion; 
a  second  included  residents  of  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  proposed  area  at  25th 
Street  and  Rhode  Island  —  De  Haro. 

A  third  group,  not  included  in  the  pro- 
posal, opposes  the  RPP  but  stated,  "if 
the  proposed  plan  is  to  be  enacted,  we 
should  be  included."  These  are  residents 
on  the  900-1 000  block  of  Carolina  Street 
between  22nd  and  23rd,  who  fear  that 
under  the  plan  those  without  parking  per- 
mits would  simply  go  one  block  further 
east  onto  their  street  where  parking  is 
already  difficult. 


Time  constraints  prevented  a  detailed 
discussion  of  two  other  items  on  the  Sept. 
15  agenda  —  problem  intersections  around 
SFGH  and  the  possibility  of  parking 
meters  around  the  hospital. 

Bond  Yee,  San  Francisco's  Chief  of 
Parking  and  Traffic,  addressed  the  issues 
of  the  traffic  lights  at  23rd  and  Potrero 
and  described  plans  to  improve  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  issue  of  parking  meters  drew  stiff 
opposition  and  will  be  discussed  further. 

The  growing  number  of  citizens  attend- 
ing the  SFGH  community  meetings  (75  on 
Sept.  15)  has  resulted  in  a  change  of 
venue.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at 
Carr  Auditorium  on  the  hospital  campus 
at  22nd  and  Sun  Bruno,  October  13  from 
6:30  to  8:30  p.m.

SAFETY  CITED 

No  Protest 
To  Closure 
Of  25th  St. 
Overpass

Residents  of  Vermont  and  Kansas 
Streets  near  24th  and  25th  Streets  moved 
closer  recently  to  closing  an  overpass 
that  they  charge  makes  their  neighbor- 
hood unsafe. 

At  a  hearing  of  the  Parking  and  Traffic 
Department-Engineering  on  Sept.  16 
the  proposed  closing  of  the  overpast,  was 
approved,  with  no  opposition  to  the  clos- 
ing o(  the  pedestrian  overpass  hi  verino.M- 
between  25th  and  24th  Streets.  The  next 
step  is  a  hearing  of  the  Parking  and 
Traffic  Commission,  whicli  is  likely  to 
approve  the  closing  if  there  is  no  com- 
munity opposition. 

The  overpass  connects  Vermont  Street 
with  Kansas  Street,  crossing  Highway 
101. 

Local  residents  proposed  to  the  Park- 
ing and  Traffic  Department  that  they 
close  the  overpass  instead  of  retrofitting 
it.  Residents  say  the  overpass  is  a  hang- 
out for  local  gang  members,  who  regard 
it  as  a  piece  of  their  "turf"  and  use  it 
as  a  lookout.  Consequently,  residents 
approach  the  overpass  with  fear  and 
dismay. 

"It  is  covered  with  broken  glass"  said 
Deborah  Howard-Page,  a  nearby  resident. 
"People  drink  on  the  bridge  and  throw 
down  their  bottles."  Howard-Page  said 
she  has  spent  hundreds  of  dollars  in 
veterinarian  bills  for  her  dog,  who  has 
injured  its  paws  on  the  shards  of  glass. 

She  and  a  small  group  of  neighbors 
have  formed  the  Neighborhood  Safe 
Group.  Residents  consider  the  graffiti 
covered,  trash-strewn  overpass  to  be 
more  of  a  problem  than  an  aid  in  getting 
between  Vermont  and  Kansas  Streets.

Terrace  Area  Plan  for  19th/ Arkansas 
Space  to  Include  View  Seating,  Sundial

The  totem  pole  that  has  dominated 
the  corner  of  19th  and  Arkansas  Streets 
may  be  removed  as  part  of  changes  eyed 
for  the  open  space  area  above  the  18th 
and  Arkansas/Loft  s/Townhouses/Live- 
Work  development. 

The  roughly  triangular  area  behind  the 
Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  is  owned  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict. As  a  condition  of  the  approval 
of  the  18th  Street  project,  the  developer 
was  required  to  develop  a  plan  for  the 
use  of  the  tract,  and  to  spend  $30,000  in 
preparing  it. 

Ongoing  maintenance  of  the  area  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  tenants  of  the 
project,  as  set  forth  in  their  Conditions, 
Covenants  and  Restrictions,  although  the 
School  District  retains  ownership  of  the 
site. 

The  landscaping  plan  is  the  work  of  the 
Miller  Company,  which  is  also  responsible

for  the  undulating  terraces  surrounded  by 
the  buildings  in  the  18th  Street  project. 
In  preparing  the  design  the  architects 
sought  community  input.  At  a  recent 
public  workshop  and  guided  tour,  some 
20  people  attended  and  offered  sugges- 
tions as  to  uses  for  the  space. 

There  were  10  workshops  held  with  6th, 
7th  and  8th-graders  at  the  Middle 
School.  The  children  made  lists  of  what 
they  wanted  included  in  the  plan  and 
made  drawings  and  renderings  of  the 
finished  project  as  they  envisioned  it. 
One  of  the  workshops  was  conducted 
entirely  in  Spanish. 

The  extreme  abruptness  of  the  slope, 
and  that  there  is  very  little  topsoil  over 
the  scr??ntine  rock,  make  the  design 
challenging.  It  will  not  be  a  likely  place 
for  picnicking,  but  rather  a  place  to  sit 
and  look  at  the  sweeping  view  from  north- 
west to  northeast,  in  the  terrace  area, 
architect  Jeffrey  Miller  noted.  As  present 
ly  conceived,  it  will  have  a  terrace  area 
with  semicircular  seating  and  a  sundial. 

Native  plants,  including  trees,  shrubs 


and  perennials  will  be  planted  in  holes 
dug  out  of  the  rock.  A  drip  irrigation 
system  will  be  installed.  The  plants  will 
attract  butterflies  and  birds.  The  existing 
earthen  path  leading  to  18th  Street  will 
be  incorporated  into  the  plan,  and  new 
steps  will  be  built  leading  down  to  the 
Middle  School  grounds. 

In  the  interest  of  a  fresh  start,  the 
school  district  has  requested  that  the 
totem  pole  be  removed,  since  it  was 
erected  as  part  of  the  protest  of  the 
development  of  the  site.  If  the  community 
expresses  a  strong  interest  in  its  reten- 
tion, the  totem  pole  may  yet  be  saved!

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Hill  Readers  Tell  Hearing: 
Restore  Lost  Library  Hours

Several  dozen  readers  who  regularly 
use  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  gathered 
at  its  upstairs  meeting  room  Sept.  24  to 
tell  Library  Commissioners  in  no  un- 
certain terms  that  Potrero  patrons  want 
restoration  of  the  hours  and  staffing 
that  this  neighborhood's  branch  lost. 

The  hearing  was  one  of  a  series  held 
last  month  so  patrons  of  each  of  the  city's 
branches  could  voice  priorities  for  how 
funds  set  aside  under  last  June's  Prop.  E 
should  be  spent.  Library  Commissioners 
Walter  Jebe  and  Jan  Zivic  presided  over 
the  Hill  session. 

Stressing  that  the  library  needed  to 
restore  the  separate  children's  librarian 
position  eliminated  in  1991,  Bob  Boileau 
emphasized  that  "a  library  isn't  just  a 
warehouse  for  books,  it's  also  a  place 
with  professional  staff.  We  need  to  re- 
store staffing  as  well  as  hours."  Boileau 
and  Sarah  Wilcox  are  the  two  Potrero 
Branch  representatives  on  the  Neighbor- 
hood Library  Council. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Parents  Assn.,  Linda  James  said  the 
branch  should  be  open  on  at  least  one 
weekday  morning,  as  it  was  before  the 
1991  cutback,  especially  for  parents 
with  young  children.  This  was  under- 
scored by  Hill  resident  Ellen  Kernagan, 
who  requested  that  "adults  need  a  morning, 
too."

Several  patrons  also  stressed  the  need 
for  the  library  to  remain  open  until 
9  p.m.  on  at  least  one  evening,  as  it  was 
before  1991.  The  branch  now  closes  at 
8  p.m.  on  Wednesday  evenings,  and  6  p.m. 
on  the  other  four  days  it  is  ooen.  Hiller 
Ruth  Goldhammer,  for  example,  noted 
mat  in  her  work  as  a  Project  Read 
tutor,  there  is  a  need  for  "longer  hours 
on  one  evening." 

Patrons  also  emphasized  how  crucial 
it  is  for  the  branch  to  remain  open  on 
Saturdays.  Among  other  comments 
from  patrons  were  expressions  of  con- 
cern about  the  branch's  electrical  sys- 
tem and  the  hope  that  with  additional 
book  purchases  under  Prop.  E  funds,  few- 
er books  will  be  avilable  for  only  seven 
days. 

For  the  most  part,  comments  at  the 
Sept.  24  hearing  reflected  data  collect- 
ed in  a  survey  taken  at  the  branch  on 
July  28  and  30  and  August  10,  11  and  16 
in  which  70  patrons  participated.  Topping 
the  in-branch  survey  were  requests  for 
Saturday  afternoon  open  hours  as  well  as 
evenings.  But  while  a  push  for  having 
the  library  open  at  least  one  morning  was 
a  strong  point  with  those  at  the  hear- 
ing, open  morning  hours  ranked  lower 
in  the  survey. 

It  is  not  clear  at  this  point  exactly  how 
all  the  data  collected  in  the  hearings  and 
in  the  branch  and  citywide  surveys  will 
be  translated  into  a  system  to  divide  the 
additional  hours  available  with  Prop.  E 
funds.  This  task  may  be  complicated 
even  further  because  the  library  system's 
current  Chief  of  Branches,  Neel  Parikh, 
is  leaving  the  area  and  a  new  Chief  will 
have  to  play  a  key  role  in  many  of  the 
decisions. 

And  it  is  still  unclear  just  how  much  of 
the  Prop.  E  money  will  be  abailable  for 
branch  needs  and  how  much  might  be 
kept  in  reserve  for  the  new  Main  Library. 
Indeed,  several  Potrero  patrons  express- 
ed extremely  strong  concerns  about  the 
latter  possibility,  causing  Library  Commi- 
ssioners Jebe  and  Zivic  to  be  somewhat 
taken  aback. 

This  caused  longtime  Hill  activist 
Rita  Giglio  to  point  out  that  "Potrero 
Hill  is  noteworthy  for  being  contentious. 
It's  what  makes  living  on  the  Hill  such 
fun."

*  To  install  p. irking  meters  on  the  south 
side  of  Bryant  Street  between  Eighth

Streets.  The  meters  will  have  one  hour 
time  limits  in  effect  from  9  a.m.  -  6  p.m. 
Monday  through  Saturday. 

Once  a  resolution  is  adopted  by  the 
Board  it  goes  to  the  Mayor  for  his  signa- 
ture. According  to  Gail  Johnson,  Clerk 
for  the  Committee,  "it  would  be  very 
unusual  for  the  Mayor  to  veto"  such 
resolutions.  After  the  Mayor  signs  and 
returns  the  resolution  to  the  Board,  they 
assign  a  resolution  number  to  it  and 
forward  it  to  the  Parking  and  Traffic 
Department  for  implementation.
